•hen  returned,  and  inftfted  on  taking  pol- 
,'eftion  of  the  fort,  as  the  governor -had 
lent  for  their  aftiftance,  and  20  marines 
<Yom  the  frigate  actually  took  pofteftion  of 
Curracoa,  the  governor  having  en- 
tered into  capitulation  wvth  the  En- 
glifh to  that  effect-  Soon  after  feveral 
rigates  arrived  from  Jamaica,  and  having 
taken  full  poflelfion  of  the  town,  forts,  &;c. 
>rdered  all  the  American  veffcls  to  be 
fent  down  to  Jamaica  for  adjudication  ; 
and  notwithstanding  the  treaty  they  made 
with  the  governor  to  refpect  all  Dutch 
property,  thev  immediately  put  the  broad 
arrow  on  all  the  ftores  which  contained 
cocoa,  indigo  and  cotton,  alledging  as  it 
was  Spanifh  produce,  it  muft  be  coniigned 
to  them  from  the  main,  and  was  there- 
fore Spanifh  property — the  proof  of 
vhich  would  be  decided  by  adjudication 
in  the  court  at  Jamaica.  A 

Mr.  Philips,  the  American  coiffyj  at 
Curracoa,  during  the  troubles,  obtained 
oermilfion  from  the  captain  of  an  Engliih 
'Vigate,  to  fend  on  board  for  fafety,  about 
:  6,000  dollars  ,  when  the  biillle  was 
n-er,  he  applied  for  his  money,  and  was 
told  the  court  at  Jamaica  would  decide 
who  owned  the  property.

WASHINGTON  CITY, 

SATURDAY,  t.'OV.  21. 

This  day  at  12  o'clock,  the  president  of 
the  United  States  met  both  houfes  of 
congrefs  in  the  lien  ate  chamber,  and 
delivered  the  following 
SPEECH  -. 
Gentlemen  of  the  Sep&e,  and 
Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives : 

Immediately  after  the  adjournment  of 
Congrefs,  at  their  laft  felfioa  in  Philadel- 
phia, I  gave  directions,  in  compliance 
with  the  laws  for  the  removal  of  the  pub- 
lic otiices,  rewords  and  property.  Thefe 
directions  have  been  executed  and  the 
pubiic  officers  have  fince  redded,  and  con- 
ducted the  ordinary  bufinels  of  the  go- 
vernment in  this  place. 

I  congratulate  the  people  of  the  Uni- 
ted States  on  the  aflembling  of  congrefs 
at  the  permanent  feat  of  their  govern- 
ment, and  I  congratulate*  you,  gentlemen, 
on  the  profpect  of  a  reiidence  not  to  be 
changed.  Although  there  is  caufe  to  ap- 
prehend that  accomodations  are  not  now 
fo  complete  as  might  be  wiflied,  yet  there 
is  great  reafun  to  believe,  that  the  incon- 
venience will  ceafe  with  the  prefent  fcf- 
fion. 

It  would  be  unbecoming  the  reprefer.t- 
tives  of  this  nation,  to  affeinble  for  the 
firft  time  in  this  folemn  temple,  without 
looking  up  to  the  fupreme  ruler  •£  the 
univerfe,  and  imploring  his  blefling.  May 
this  territory  be  the  re-lidence  of  virtue 
and  happinefs.  In  this  city  may  that  pi- 
ety and  virtue,  that  wifdom  and  magna- 
nimity, that  conftancy  and  felt  govern- 
ment, which  adorned  the  character,  whofe 
name  it  bears,  be  forever  held  in  venera- 
tion. Here  and  throughout  our  country 
may  Ample  manners,  pure  morals  and 
true  religion  flourifh  forever. 

It  is  with  you,  gentlemen,  to  confider 
whether  the  local  powers  over  the  dif- 
trict of  Columbia,  vefted  by  the  .confti- 
tution  in  the  congrefs  of  the  United 
States,  lhall  be  immediately  exercifed. 
If  in  your  opinion  this  important  truft 
ought  now  to  be  executed,  you  cannot 
Jail,  while  performing  it,  to  take  into 
view  the  future  probable  fituation  of  the 
territory,  for  the  happinefs  of  which  you 
are  about  to  provide.  You  will  confider 
it  as  the  capital  of  a  great  nation,  advan- 
cing with  unexampled  rapidity  in  arts, 
in  commerce,  in  wealth,  and  in  popula- 
tion, and  poffeffing  within  itfelf  thof: 
energies  and  refoUrces,  which,  if  not 
thrown  away  or  lamentably  mifdi retted, 
fecure  to  it  a  long  courfe  of  profperity 
and  felf-government. 

lis  compliance  with  a  law  of  the  laft 
feflion  of  congrefs,  the  officers  and  fol* 
diers  of  the  temporary  army  have  been 
discharged.  It  affords  real  pleafure  to 
recollect  the  honorable  teftimony  they 
gave  of  the  patriotic  motives,  which 
brought  them  into  the  fervice  of  their 
country,  by  the  readinefs  and  regularity 
with  which  they  returned  to  the  ftation 
of  private  citizens. 

It  is  in  every  point  of  view  of  fuch 
primary  importance,  to  carry  the  laws 
into  prompt  and  faithful  execution,  and 
to  render  that  part  of  the  adminiftvation 
of  juftice,  which  the  conftitution  and 
laws  devolve  on  the  Federal  courts,  as 
convenient  to  the  people,  as  may  confift 
with  their  prefent  circumftance3^  that  I 
cannot  omit  once  more  to  recommend  to 
your  ferious  confideration  the  judiciary 
i'yftera  of  the  United  ftates.  No  fabjeCt 
is  more  intercfting  than  this  to  the  public 
happineft,  and  to  none  can  thofe  improve- 
ments, which  may  have  been  fug^efted 
by  experience,  be  more  beneficially  ap- 
plied. 

A  treaty  of  amity  and  commerce  witk 
the  king  of  Prufua  has  been  concluded 


and  rati  tied.  J  he  ratifications  have  been 
exchanged,  and  I  bare  directed  the  trea- 
ty to  Lc  promulgated  hy  proclamation. 

The  difficulties,  which  fufpended  the 
eiet-  ition  of  the  6th  article  of  the  trea- 
ty of  amity,  commerce  and  navigation 
with  Great  Britain,  have  not  yet  been 
removed.  i  tie  negotiation  on  this  i'ub 
jec"t  is  itiil  depending.  As  it  mull  be  for 
the  intereft  and  honor  of  both  nations 
to  adjulc  this  difference  with  good  fait!', 
I  indulge  confidently  the  expectation, 
that  the  fin  cere  endeavors  of  the  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States  to  bring  it  to 
an  amicabl*  termination,  will  not  be  dil- 
appciinted. 

The  envoys  extraordinary,  and  minif- 
ters  plenipotentiary  from  the  United 
States  to  France  were  received  by  thti 
firft  conful  with  the  refpeft  dne  to  their 
character,  and  three  peri'ons  with  equal 
powers  were  appointed  to  treat  witii 
4hem.  Althou^'ii  at  -the  date  of  the  lalt 
©fecial  intelii  v ,.;.e,  the  negotiation  had 
not  terminated,  yet  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
our  efforts  tn  effeci  an  accomodation  will 
W  length  meet  with  a  fucce Is  proportioned 
tb  the*  fincerity  with  which  they  have 
been  fo  often  repeated". 

While  our  bed  endeavours  for  the  pre- 
servation of  harmony  with  all  nations, 
will  continue  to  be  u'lsd,  the  experience 
of  the  world,  our  own  experience  admo- 
nifh  us  of  the  in  fecurity  of  nulling  too 
confidently  to  their  l'uccel's.  W  e  can- 
not without  cotantfttKig  »  dangerous  im- 
prudence, abandon  thoje  me;ii'ures  of  felf 
prote&ion  whtch  are  adapted  to  our  :itu- 
ation,  and  to  wh';ch,'notwithiiandr.ig  our 
jfacific  policy,  the  violence  and  injullice 
of  others  may  a?;aiu  compel  us  to  rclort. 
"While  our  vail  extent  of  tea  coaft,  the 
commercial  and  agricultural  habits  of 
our  people,  the  great  capital  they  will 
continue  to  truft  on  the  ocean,  luggeft 
the  fyftett  of  defence,  which  will  be  moil 
beneficial  to  o&rfelves,  our  diftance  frqju 
Europe  and  our  refources  of  maritime 
ftrength  will  enable  us  to  einply  it  with 
efTec!.  Seasonable  and  fyfteroatic  ar- 
rangements, fo  f'.r  -is  cur  resources  will 
jtfftifyi  for  a  Navy  adapted  to  defetfftve 
Wai",  and  which  may,  i»  cafe  of  nece'.fity, 
le  quickly  brought  into  ufe,  feein  to  be 
as  much  recommended  by  a  wife  and  true 
oeconomy,as  by  ;>  juft  regard  for  our  future 
tranquility,  for  the  laiety  of  our  lho.es, 
and  for  the  protection  of  our  property, 
committed  to  the  ocean. 

Theprefent  navy  of  the  United  States 
called  fuddenly  into  exigence,  by  a  great 
national  exigency,  has  railed  us  in  ouv 
own  efteem,  and  by  the  protection  afl 
dtd  to  our  cominerce,has  effe&ed,  t  >  tht 
extent  of  our  expectations,  the  objects 
for  which  it  was  created. 

In  connection  with  a  navy,  ought  to  be 
eontem.il.ted  the  fortification  of  lb  me  ol 
6uf  principal  feaports  and  harbours.  A 
variety  oi  c  moderations  which  will  rea- 
dily fuggefl  thcinfelves,  urge  an  attention 
to  this"  meafure  of  precaution.  To  give 
fecurity  to  our  principal  ports,  confidira- 
ble  fums  have  already  been  expended  ; 
but  the  works  remain  incomplete.  It  is 
for  C'.ongrefs  to  determine  whether  addi- 
tional appropriations  (hall  be  made,  in  or- 
der to  render  competent  to  the  intended 
purpofes  the  fortifications  which  have 
been  commenced. 

The  manufacture  of  arms  within  the 
United  States  dill  invites  the  attention 
of  the  national  legirtature.  At  a  confi- 
derablc  expenfc  to  the  public,  this  manu- 
factory has  been  brought  to  fuch  a  ftate 
of  maturity,  as,  with  continued  encou- 
ragement, will  fupercede  the  neceffity  of 
future  importations  from  foreign  coun- 
tries. 

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of 
Representatives, 

I  fliall  direct  the  efti  mates  of  the  ap- 
propriations necelTary  for  the  enfuing 
year,  together  with  an  account  of  the 
public  revenue  and  expenditures,  to  a 
late  period,  to  be  laid  before  vou.  I  ob- 
ferve  with  much  fatisfaction,  that  the 
p.ioducl  of  the  revenue,  during  the  pre- 
fent  year,  has  been  more  coniiderable, 
than  during  any  former  equal  period. 
This  refult  affords  coiiclufive  evidence  of 
the  great  refources  of  this  country,  and 
of  the  wifdom  and  efficiency  of  the  m  ia- 

res  yrhich  h>;ve  been  adopted  bv  con- 
grefs,  for  the  protection  of  commerce, 
and  paefervation  of  public  credit. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,  and 
Gentlemen  of  the  House  of 
Representatives, 

As  one  of  the  grand  community  of  na- 
tions, our  attention  is  irre'dablv  drawn  to 
the  important  fcenes  wdich  furro.md  us. 
If  they  have  exhibited  a,7  uncommon 
portion  of  calamity,  it  is  the  produce  of 
humanity  to  deplore,  and  of  wifdom  to 


nroteclion  of  laws  emanating  only  from 
the  general  will,  the  fruits  of  their  own 
labor,  we  ought  to  fortify  and  cling  to 
thofe  inftitutions  which  have  been  the 
fource  of  filch  real  felicity,  and  refill  with 
nnabating  perfeverance,  the  progrefs  of 
thole  dangerous  innovations,  which  may 
diminifl]  their  influence. 

To  your  patriotifm,  gentlemen,  has 
been  confided  the  honorable  duty  of 
guarding  the  public  interells,  and  while 
the  pad  is  to  your  country  a  lure  pledge 
that  it  will  be  faithfully  difeharged,  per- 
mit me  to  allure  ycu,  that  your  labors  to 
promote  the  general  happinels,  will  re- 
ceive from  me  the  mod  zealous  co-ope- 
ration.

Answer  of  the  House  of  Representatives. 

To  JOHN  ADAMS, 
Presideni  of  (be  United  States. 

Sir, 

The  houfe  of  reprefentatives  have  re- 
ceived with  great  refpeel,  the  communi- 
cation which  you  have  been  pleafed  to 
make  to  the  two  houfes  of  congrei's,  at  the 
commencement  of  the  prelent  feflion. 
The  final  edafclilhment  of  the  feat  of  the 
national  government,  wdiich  has  now  ta- 
ken place,  within  the  Didriel  o#Colum- 
bia,  is  an  event  of  no  fmall  importance  in 
the  political  traiiiaclions  of  our  country  : 
and  we  cordially  unite  our  wifhes  with 
yours,  that  this  territory  may  be  the  re- 
lidence  of  happinels  and  virtue. 

Nor  can  we,  on  this  occalion,  omit  to 
exprels  a  hope,  that  the  fpttit  which  ani- 
mated the  great  founder  of  this  city,  may 
delcend  to  future  generations,  and  that 
the  wifdom,  maguanimity  and  fteadinefs, 
which  marked  the  events  of  his  public 
life,  may  be  initiated  in  all  l'ucceeding 
ages. 

A  confideration  of  thofe  powers  which 
have  been  veiled  in  congrefs,  over  the 
Didrict  of  Columbia,  will  not  efcape  our 
attention  ;  nor  (hall  we  forget  that  in  cx- 
ercifing  tHSfe  powers,  a  regard  muft  be 
had  to  thoi'e  events  which  will  necefiari- 
ly  attend  the  cap'uol  of  Ameiica. 

'1  ne  cheerfulnel'3  and  regularity  wit!) 
which  the  officers  and  foldiers  of  the  tem- 
porary army  have  leturued  to  the  condi- 
tion of  private  citizens,  is  a  tellimony 
clear  and  conclulive,  of  the  purity  of 
thoi'e  motives  which  induced  them  to  en- 
gage in  the  public  fervice  ;  and  will. re 
main  a  proof,  on  all  future  occalions, 
that  an  army  of  foldiers,  drawn  from  the 
citizens  of  onr  dountry,  deferve  our  con- 
fidence and  refp\ct. 

No  filbje'dl  can  be  more  important  than 
that  of  the  judiciary,  which  you  have 
ngain  recommended  to  our  confideration, 
and  it  fhall  receive  our  early  and  delibe- 
rate attention. 

The  conltitution  of  the.Unitcd  States 
having  confided  the  management  of  our 
foreign  negotiations  to  the  control  of  the 
executive  power,  we  cheerfully  fubmit  to 
its  deci'.ions  on  this  important  fubject. 
And  in  refpect  to  t he  negotiations  now 
pending  with  France,  we  lincerely  hope 
that  the  final  refult  may  prove  as  fortu- 
nate to  our  country,  as  the  molt  ardent 
mind  can  with. 

So  long  .is  a  predatory  war  is  carried 
on  againil  our  commerce,  we  mould  fa- 
crifice  the  intcrelts,  and  difappoint  the 
expectations  of  our  conftituents,  fliould 
we  for  a  moment,  relax  that  fyftem  of  ma- 
ritime defence,  which  has  refuited  in 
filch  beneficial  effects.  At  this  period  it 
is  confidently  believed,  that  few  perfons 
can  be  found  within  the  United  States, 
who  do  not  admit,  that  a  navy,  well  or- 
ganized, mud  conftitute  the  natural  and 
efficient  defence  of  this  country,  againft 
all  foreign  hoftility. 

The  progrefs  which  has  been  made  in 
the  manufacture  of  arms,  leases  no  doubt 
that  the  public  patronage  has  already 
j  placed  this  country  beyond  all  neceffary 
dependance  on  foreign  markets,  for  an  ar- 
ticle fo,indifpenfible  for  defence;  and 
gives  Ui  allurances,  that  under  the  en- 
couragement which  government  will  con- 
tinue to  extend  to  this  important  object, 
we  (hall  loon  rival  foreign  countries,  not 
only  in  the  number,  but  in  the  qualily  of 
arms  coinpleated  from  our  own  manufac- 
tories. 

Few"  events  could  have  been  more 
pleafing  to  our  conftituents,  than  tiiat 
great  and  rapid  increafe  of  revenue  which 
has  arifen  from  permanent  taxes.  Whilft 
this  event  explains  the  great  and  increaf- 
ing  refources  of  our  country,  it  carries 
il  mg  with  it  a  proof  which  cannot  be  re- 
futed, that  thoi'e  meafures  of  maratime 
defence,  which  were  calculated  to  meet 
our  enemy  upon  the  ocean,  and  which

ced  it.  If,  turning  our  eyes  homeward,  j|  to  (  "  QH£  commerce,  were  founded  in  wif- 
wc  find  reafon  to  rejoice  at  the  profpeel  I  dom  and  policy.

That  national  ipirit, 
w  hich  alone  could  \ indicate  our  common 
ights,  has  been  roufed,  and  thofe  latent 
energies,  which  had  not  been  fully  known, 
were  unfolded  and  brought  into  view,  and 
our  fellow  citizens  were  prepared  to  meet 
every  event  winch  national  honor,  or  na- 
tional fecurity  could  render  necefTary. 
Nor  have  its  effects  been  much  leis  im- 
portant in  other  refpects.  Whild  many 
of'  the  nations  of  the  earth  have  been  im- 
poverished and  depopulated,  by  internal 
commotions  and  national  conteft,  our  in- 
ternal peace  has  not  been  materially  im- 
paired— our  commerce  has  extended,  un- 
der the  protection  of  our  infant  navy,  to 
e  very  part  of  the  globe — wealth  has  flow- 
ed without  intermiHion,into  our  feaports, 
and  the  labors  of  the  h'_- (band man  have 
been  rewarded  by  a  ready  market  for  the 
productions  of  the  foil. 

Be  affuredfir,  that  the  various  and  im- 
portant fubjects  recommended  to  our  con- 
fideration, lhall  receive  our  early  and  de- 
liberate attention,  and  confident  of  vour 
co-operation,  in  every  meafure  which  may 
be  calculated  to  promote  the  general  in- 
tereft, we  fliall  endeavor  on  our  part,  to 
teftify  by  our  injuftry  and  difpatch,  the 
zeal  and  fincerity  with  which  we  regard 
the  public  good.
